Public health authorltiM have been warn- 
ing the people of Idaho for years, those In 
the Twin rail* are* particularly, that atream 
poUuUon In thU state U probably the worst In 
\he country. 

In about those wordi. A L. BUadeau of 
Boise, public health engineer and acting di- 
rector ol the city-county health unit, repeat- 
ed the warnlnu at the recent convention of 
the Idaho Public Health association, held in 
T»-ln Kails, 

He particularly condemned sewer- welL-s 
■■where three-quarters ot all sewage Is put 
Into lava beds at one point to pollute another 
section." This condition, he pointed out, is 
particularly bad In the Twin Falls area. 

Although the problem of sewer welU has 
been called to public attention repeatedly 
and publicity has been Riven the Rradual In- 
crease m stream pollution, there aeemi to 
have been no eflectlve aliempt to bring these 
condltlona under control. 

ThU Is Just one of many major problema 
which go unheeded In Idaho year alter year 
by our leglslalori and st»l« officials. Instead 
of concerning themselvu with MCh matters 
of foremost Importance, as we have pointed 
out before, they either confine their efforts 
to routine aTfaln or diwdle along with those 
recurring legislative issues which long since 
have become a farce In Idaho— slot machines, 
gambling and horse raclns. 

Might we au8BMl Ihit the aUle depart- 
maot of public health and all the county 
agencUa working along ilmllar lines draft a 
oocnprehenalve program to control aire am 
pollution, sewer welU and the like, and aub- 
mll it to the next session of the IcgUlature. 

Then let the public health agenclea call 
upon the people for support, to the extent 
that K will force some action by our alate 
T«presen tat Ives who are supposed to think 
about such thlnga when they go to BoUe.
